The candidate wants to know what 
the average voter thinks. The grocer 
wants to know what the average house- 
wife wants to cook. 
A few merchants vs ii! cater only to

buy, but most m erchants want to know' 
w hat the average person will buy. 
Frequently published in widely read 
periodicals are quiizes, questionnaires 
and subjective tests by which the lead­ 
er is led to believe that he can evaluate 
himself and determine the extent to 
which he might vary from the average. 
Perhaps all too many of us are satisfied 
to ascertain that at least we are aver­ 
age. 
We must guard against permitting 
the average to become a goal or an 
ideal. Being average simply means that 
one is better than the worst, and cer­ 
tainly not as good as the best. 
It is indeed disastrous to the incen­ 
tive Mid ambition of a person of high 
abib y to know that the gains he makes 
above average will be taken away. 
It is equally disastrous, but in a some­ 
what different way, to the incentive and 


ambition of a person of less ability to 
realize that his achievements which 
fall below' avenge will be supplemented 
without further effort on his part. 
In the former if creates a sense of 
frustration and a 
"What’s-the-usc?” 
attitude. In the tatter it creates a false 
sense of security that inspires nothing. 
In l»oth the result is the same. It tolls 
the death knell of morale in IM»th the 
capable and the incapable, the talented 
and the untalented. 
The final status of a people so gov­ 
erned is one of despicable mediocrity. 
They become the ripened target for 
whoever would possess them. They have 
nothing of which to be proud and noth­ 
ing to defend. 
Reducing mankind to an average by 
peaceful means is socialism. Doing it 
by force is communism. The result is 
the same in either case. The socialist 
would reduce us to an average people 
under the false assumption that all our 
difficulities would thereby be overcome 
and our problems resolved. 
The communist would reduce us to 
the same inert state hut further weak­ 
ened in the process by bloody revolution 
to hasten the day of our disaster. The 
communist is not willing to wait on the 
slower process of legislation and the 
erosive method of so-called social re­ 
form.

Perhaps the weakness in our 
position as regards Soviet Rus­ 
sia is that we have underesti­ 
mated the Russians. The as­ 
sumption in the above letter is 
that the Ruvs.ans are barbarian, 
although there is a history of 
more than a thousand year* of 
culture and civilization of a very 
high ordrr. 
As ,ong as we b e lie r that 
every Russian is a moujik, we 
shall continue to underestimate 
the peoples who live in the vast 


area which is marked Russian 
(rn the map. 
How can anyone nay that the 
Russians lack an aesthetic sense, 
by which, I assume that my 
correspondent means that the 
Russians have produced nothing 
in the various fields of art. 
One need only know Russian 
music. 
Rimsky 
- 
Korsakov', 
Tchaikovsky. Rachmaninoff, to 
mention only a few pre - Bol­ 
shevik composers; or in litera­ 
ture, Tolstoy. Gorki, Chekhov, 
merely to scratch the surface of 
the subject. 
In science, the Russians and 
Poles have a long and important 
history, including Copernicus (a 
Pole), Mendeleyev who worked 
out the table of valences, and 
among modems many others. 
I am not listing the wonders 
of Russia. That is their job. I am 
denouncing 
the 
ignorance 
of 
those who believe that, wisdom 
and knowledge can he the mono­ 
poly of any one people. 


After all. Avicenna (born in 
Bukhara in DSU), one of the great 
philosopher* of the 'fiddle Vge*. 
came from a country which is 
now become weak and back­ 
ward. 


it is not lessening the struc­ 
ture of the United States to re­ 
cognize that there have been 
about ft.OOO years or more of 
written history, whereas we have 
been on this continent only three 
centuries. 
We have inherited from others 
because the culture of man is 
continuous, Greece and Rome 
and Palestine and the long an­ 
cestral history of England have 
played an enormous role in the 
development 
of 
t h e 
United 
States. 
The assumption of exclusive­ 
ness is distorting. It leads to 
false conclusions. We exaggerat­ 
ed the significance of Sputnik be- 
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reuse we spum ed that the Rus­ 
sians could never do what we 
could not yet do. 
Some folks, even yet, refuse lo 
believe that there has been a 
Sputnik and a Lunik and it is 
this lack of understanding wtiich 
Is partly responsible for our 
failures in Cuba, the Congo, Laos 
and elsewhere. 
Someone spread the notion that 
there is some extraordinary gift 
called know - how which is ex­ 
clusive to no people; that what 
one people know’s is soon known 
to all. 
In the 1920 s we spoke of the 
United States as “God's own 
country," which was both un­ 
hist orical and sacrilegious, for 
surely all the universe is God's. 
The metaphor, however, meant 
that this was the hest country on 
Earth to live in, which is true 
for Americans hut not for Hin­ 
dus, Chinese, Welshmen or Scan­ 
dinavians. 
They like their own country as 
we# like ours. Therefore, when 
the 1929 Depression appeared we 
morally 
dropped 
dead. 
When 
Roosevelt tried to convince us 
that a third of the nation were 
economically disabled, we forgot 
which became a corny expres­ 
sion. 
We insisted that all American 
history prior to 1932 had been an 
error and that w>e need to try 
altogether new methods. Thus, 
producing the confusing New 
Deal. 
We need a more realistic atti­ 
tude toward ourselves and to­ 
ward the rest of the world. We 
need to recognized that we are 
one fact in a vast geography and 
a long history and that we dare 
not exaggerate our own impor­ 
tance or underestimate the val­ 
ues of other nations. 
There is no greater peril than 
Ignorance overlaid by emotions 
particularly when we r e j e c t 
knowledge to prove an assump­ 
tion. The error of the past 40 
years in our relation with Sovi­ 
et Russia and Soviet satellites is 
that we have been unwilling to 
believe the truth about them be­ 
cause the proof did not sound 
true.

How It Work* — Under the 
construction 
grants 
program 
approved by the House and sent 
to the Senate, a state or com­ 
munity makes an application to 
the Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare Department for a grant to 
help it build a sewage treatment 
plant. If the application is ap­ 
proved, then the grant is made 
on the basis of the estimated 
construction cost of the plant, 
Under the plan, 
the 
grants 
would cover 30 percent of the 
first $1 million of the estimated 
cost, 15 percent of the next $2 
million and IO percent of the re­ 
mainder, but are not to exceed 
$.900,000 
Under 
present 
law, 
grants are limited to $250,000 or 
a flat 30 percent of the total cost, 
whichever is less. 
Congress sets an over-all limit 
on this part of the program as 
well as a limit on the amount 
that can be spent in any one 
year. Current law' restricts an­ 
nual appropriations to $50 mil­ 
lion and the entire amount of 
the program to $500 million. Un­ 
der the proposed change, annual 
appropriations would he raiser! 
to $100 million, with an over-all 
ceiling of $1 billion for the life 
of the program. The allotments 
are made on the basis of popula­ 
tion and per capita income. 
Pennsylvania ranks second in 
comparison with other states and 
territories in the .amount

Other Provisions — The pro­ 
posed bill also increases from $3 
million to $5 million the annual 
limit cwt the total amount of fed­ 
eral matching grants to states 
for the administration of their 
own pollution control programs 
and extends the time limit on 
these grants through June 30.
